THE PRECAUTIONS AGAINST 
PLAGUE IN KOBE. 


A Visit to the Plague Inspection 
‘Laboratory. 

‘The serious recrudescence of plaguo in 
Hongkong and Formosa has naturally led 


the authorities in Japan to take precautions 
agains| tho introduction of the disease from 
abroad or ‘ite outbreak hore. With. this 
in view tho authorities in Kobe have cam- 
menced an examination of all the rate 
captured and braught to the Jocal police 
atations or to the City Ottice. Previously 
such examination was only made in the case 
of rats found dead, hut now the examina. 
tion'isy made in every case where rate are 
caught, alive or dead, With this object 
Dr Murota, formorly un assistant in Dr 
Kitasato's Jaborntory in Tokyo, has beon 
engaged, and the examinntion is conducted 
under his superintendence, The number 
of rats arriving overy day at the laboratory, 
which is situated at the Central Police head- 
quarters in Shimogamate-dori, is very large. 
Since the th May a reward of 5 sen has 
been paid for every rat brought in, and the 
rise from 2sen to & sen has cvidently cn- 
cotiraged a Vigorous hunt, for arrivals have 
numbered between seven and eight hundred 
pr day, the nctual nuinber received at the 

pboratory from the policé stations between 
the Sth and 27th May being 48,922, 

Tho rats are usually bravght alive to the 
various police stations in cages, but the fact 
of their being living or dead when purchased 
is noted, They are then killed and a wood- 
on tag nttached tv tho neck, giving the 
name nf the person. bringing the rat, the 
housé where it was ciught and other parti- 
culars of idontification, On arrival at the 
laboratory, the rats aro first stevped in a 
solution. of carbulic acid and thon thu avsis- 
tanta take ench rat and cut from it certain 
of the internal organs, placing the 
Temoved: inte a glass reeeptucte 
with the wooden tag Thenee the gle 
eeptacles aro taken to another table, ‘and 
after certain preparations their contents 
ure placed under a poworful microscope 
and closely examined. If any doubt re- 
mains, a culture is prepared, and » further 
test is the inuculation of white mice, num- 
bers of these poor creature? ia varivun 
stages of experimentation being kept in 
cages round the walls, ax well as giinea- 
pigs and suvgral beautiful white rabbits, 
the lattar, howover, only being emp'oyed 
as subjects of experiment in the last resort, 

Tt will thay be scen that the preesutions 
taken to discover the slightest indication of 
an outbresk of plagne are very urate 
aud complete, As the pest isa di 
which rats are especially subject. and 
rapidly spreads aniong thou from their ho bit 
of devouring the berlies of the dew among 
the'r number, it is by tho exanination of 
Bi i inci must easily be 
covered whether thers are any. traces 
of the baeillus, and the ortgin of | 
tho disease xt unco —lucalixed and 
precautions taken. The destruction of 
rats. is also a measure of safety, as 
removing one of the chief agencies in 
spreading the disease. No pest bacillus 
haa been discovered in Kobo this year, 
and there have been no plague cases
